There 
be little doubt that, although so very prolific 
very few rabbits or hares in a wild state die of old 
age, as they are the food of « large class of beasts 
of prey. Foxes, wild cats, martins, polecats, 
stoats and weasels, could not exist without them; 
they are their patural prey, against the least of 
which the rabbit or hare has no means of defence 
when once caught; 
would be of no use to them, either to warn them 
from danger or te cause them to exert themselves 
to escape; but a slight examination of the form of 
both rabbits and hares, will show that they have 
other means of defence ; their eyes are not placed 
in the front of the head as 
on the side of the head, very prominent, so that 
they are enabled to see before, behind, and al! 
around them; their ears also can be turned this 
way or that way to catch the slighest sound, added 









to which, they have a degree of tunidity which | 
| keeps them always on the alert. 


With regard to their sense of pain, it is well to 
know that a hare never, or very seldom, cries out

The outlays incurred by English farmers in put- 
ting in their crops, and defraying other farming 
expenses, appear to us enormous, and will scarcely | 
be credited generally, on thie side of the Atlantic. 
In regard to the capital required to carry on a 
farm, as a genera! rule $25 per arable acre is con- 
sidered sufficient in the chalk lands of Hampshire.

spewing of winter and spring. To those who have | 
indifferent pastures, or none at all, a rich resource 
for sheep feeding in spring might be found in « crop 
of these oats —American Farmer.
